It represents a banking 
power nine times more than it was 
30 years ago. Williams said. 


One person out of every six has a 


bank account, according to Williams' 
report.

Williams suggested that the United 


States might solve the question of 
collecting its foreign balances by fur- 
nishing European countries the crude 
materials and machinery which their 
people need, so they may convert thC| 
raw products into articles and mer- 
chandise worth from "ten to a thou- 
sand limes Ihc value of Ihe raw ma- 
lerials." 


To bring foreign exchange back to 


the old gold parity, Williams said 
that there must be more production 
and thrift. 


"Foreign nations must avoid pur- 


chase and importation of luxuries and 
refuse even to import essentials when 
these can be produced at home." he 
advised..

A distinguished and successful business 


man once said: "I was born to a condi- 
tion I would not accept. I changed it." 
The spirit of these last three words 
manned the Mayflower, wrote the Declar- 
ation of Independence, made America, 
and our great Americans. It is peculiarly 
the ruling spirit of Abraham Lincoln. 


Born in a Kentucky cabin that was 


doorlcss, floorless. and windowless. truly 
he was Humility's child, but he became 
Humanity's man, how? How did he be- 
come the leading lawyer of his bar. the 
party leader of his slate, the orator of his 
people and the statesman of his age? 
Horndon. his law partner for more than 
sixteen years, knew him most intimately 
and wrote of him: "His conscience, his 
heart, and the faculties and qualities of 
his mind bowed submissively to the des- 
potism of his reason. He lived and acted 
from the standard of reason—that throne 
of logic; home of principle, the realm of 
deity and man. It is from this point Mr. 
Lincoln must be viewed." 


Thousands of volumes have been writ- 


ten, 
tens of thousands of speeches have 


been made on the "outside" of Lincoln. 
As yet very little has been written or 
spoken about the "inside" of Lincoln. 
God Almighty seems to have exhausted 
all nature's resources on the inside equip- 
ment of Lincoln. There was little left for 
outside finish. The story of how Lincoln 
developed his .mental and moral forces, 
and how he mobilized and used them in 
action, should be of peculiar interest to 
all Americans, young and old. Let Lin- 
coln himself tell this story as he did in 
1860, before his nomination to the presi- 
dency. The more pertinent-part is as fol- 
fows: "I could not sleep although I tried 
to, when I got on such a hunt for an idea, 
until I had caught it; and when I thought 
I had got it, I was not satisfied until I had 
repeated it over and over again, until I/ 
had put it in language plain enough as I 
thought for any boy I.knew to compre- 
hend. This was a kind of passion with' 
me. and it has stuck by me; for I am nev- 
er easy now when I am handling a 
thought, until I have bounded it north, 
bounded it south, bounded it east and 
bounded it west."' 


Lincoln was a student in school but six 


months, according to his own statement, 
but he was a student out of school all the 
rest of his life. He was his own teacher— 
his own pupil. "What a pupil! What re- 
sults! This brief interview furnishes to 
the student, young and old, his four great 
commandments to knowledge and rea- 
sons : 


Commandment 1. "Hunted for an idea 


until I had caught it." The passioaof the 
hunter that pursues the game until cap- 
tured. 


Commandment 2. "Repeated it over 


and over again." Study it. Assimilate it 
—to utilize it. 


Commandment 3. "Put it in language 


plain enough for any boy I knew to com- 
prehend." Simplicity and strength of 
speech. He got it chiefly from the Bible, 
Bunyon's Pilgrim's Progress, Aesop, De- 
Foe, the dictionary. 


Lincoln avoided superlatives, and po!- 


lysylablcs. and used a simple, short word 
—the concrete noun hitched to an active 
verb. Sec Gettysburg speech. 


Commandant -I. "Bounded at North, 


hounded a I South, hounded at East, 
hounded at \Vcsl."' This sounds like a 
lesson in geography. It is language of the 
surveyor. Lincoln became a surveyor at 
23, and he surveyed lots of lands, so also 
he surveyed ideas with the chart and 
compass of his keen analytic mind. 


These Lincoln rules for mental and 


moral-conducl on studying any given sit- 
uation, ils fundamental facts, ils primary 
principles, can be appropriated and as- 
similated and then applied by any aver- 
age American student. They furnish Ihc 
key to his very great efficiency, which 
made him the master of every situation in 
which he was placed as man, as lawyer, 
as dehnlor, as leader, as statesman. This 
enabled him to understand men and 


measures, for he surveyed them both be- 
fore he pronounced judgment. 


Lincoln was a inaii of passions. His 


two primary, paramount passions were: 


First—A passion for knowledge. 


Second—A passion for justlc\j. 


Every question submitted to him was 


first tried out in God's court, the court of 
conscience. It was there he first tried out 
the cause of all his clients. It was there he 
first tried out the cause of slavery. If the 
'court of conscience decided against his 
cause, that was the end of the whole mat- 
ter. If it decided in his favor, he then 
look the cause lo the court of reason. 
Here hisjjersonal likes and dislikes were 
disregarded, nothing but the substantial 
of fact, reason, and right and the public 
good were to be considered- 


The design of this article is to stimulate 


a further study of Lincoln and to the sub- 
soil of his mind and conscience. To that 
end.we suggest a further outline along in- 
tellectual and ethical -lines, as follows: 
Say a trip with Lincoln on his thought 
train, stopping at these seven great .sta-- 
tions of life—stations that he stopped at 
and studied every situation in which he 
was confronted for action: 


1. Deliberation. 


2. Decision. 


, 3. Declaration. 


4. Definition. 


5. Demonstration. 


C. Dedication. 


7. Democracy. 


An analytic as well as synthetic study 


of Lincoln at these seven stations will 
give us a better understanding of the " 
warf and woof of the man, which he daily 
wove into his personal, professional and 
public conduct.

Did it pay 
for what it took? A "mob never pays. A 
mob merely confiscates or destroys. 


Emerson has said that "Every-mob.is 


possessed of the-devil.", And this.mob was 


1 no exceptionr'The.authorities, anticipat- 
ing some such action, had members of the 
National Guard stationed around (he 
court house to insure and protect the or- 
derly process of the law. True, the ac- 
cused was only a negro, humble, poor and 
without friends. True, loo, as it turned 
out. he was guilty of a most atrocious 
crime; but he nevertheless was entitled 
lo a hearing and a judicial determination 
of his guilt, regardless of his race or color 
or poverty. It was not only his privilege 
lo have such a hearing and to be dealt 
with upon the same basis as other citi- 
zens, but it was the positive duty of the 
government lo sec thai this negro was' 
dcallh with in the manner provided by 
the law. Punishment for crime is in- 
herently a governmental funclion.

St. Vitus Dunce and Credulity. 
Chorea, or St. Vitus' dance, as it is 


more commonly known, IB a disease 
quite common in childhood. It lo'ap- 
parently caused by bacterial infection 
of the nervous system, infection gain- 
ing entrance In most cases through 
the throat — the disease often fol- 
lows or complicates quinsy, scarlet 
fever, acute multiple arthritis (so- 
called inflammatory rheumatism or 
rheumatic fever) and other infections 
originating in'the throat. In St. Vi- 
tus' dance there is the same tenden- 
cy towards lodgment of some of the 
causative germs on the lining of the 
heart, especially the portion of the 
lining ^covering some of the heart 
valves,' and a consequent heart lining 
inflammation (endocarditis) or valv- 
ular distortion and subsequent valvu- 
lar leakage. This accident or com- 
plication may occur painlessly and in- 
deed without the knowledge of pa- 
tient or guardian, though not without 
the knowledge of the attending phy- 
sician if there be an attending physi- 
cian. 


Right here is where the cruelty of 


ignorance

there is no attending physician, but 
instead a series of experiments, a 
constantly changing series of "trial 
treatments" by Tom, Dick and Har- 
ry, at the earnest behest of every 
busybody, every gossip vho happens 
along. Of course there is no method 
of treatment, 
no 
remedy known 


which may be honestly called a cure 
for St. Vitus' dance, and least of all 
the charms and fol-de-rol too often 
exploited. 


Any parent or guardian who fails 


to 
provide 
medical 
attendance 


throughout the duration of an attack 
of St. Vitus' dance? be it six weeks or 
six months or three years, is not true 
to his trust. It is a nice problem, (a 
delicate technical question in each 
individual case whether 
the 
child 


should be at rest in bed, at rest in 
chair; at play, or receiving special 
treatment which the individual con- 
dition may require. Not omy to con- 
serve the. child's strength and ,favor 
an early 
recovery, but 
to 
guard 


against the danger of serious invilve- 
ment of the heart and permanent 
handicap thereby, is it demanded 
that medical attendance shall be pro- 
vided as regularly as may be advis- 
able throughout such an illness. 


Yet, ignorant of all this, reckless 


of the child's welfare, gullible and 
credulous as any poor varlet of the 
middle ages, the parent or guardian 


so often listens to the- blandishments 
of plausible fakers and subjects the 
pitiable little patient to. one experi- 
ment after another, forever searching 
for that "sure cure" which, if these 
irresponsible people could only under- 
stand, does not exist. 


No wpnder St. Vitus' dance is such 


a discouraging malady. .Typhoid fever 
would be so, if managed so crudely.

nerve— not' neuralgia. Injury, poisons, like 
lend, arsenic, alcohol, tobacco, wood al- 
cohol, may produce neuritis. It affords 
a doctor, no clue to know that you have 
neuritis: you should mention which n«rv« 
is involved, or whicn nerves' If more thn.ii 
one Is Involved, the duration, your occu- 
pation. and a number of other indispens- 
able facts, if hp Is to make any effort to 
determine the nature of jour trouble and 
apply helpful treatment.

cnn't do that nvithout having personally 
examined the patient. Xo uoctor can di- 
agnose or Intelligently treat patients with 
neuritis or other serious trouble unless ho 
has personalty examined them.
